DETAILS: 

ILLEGAL ACTIVITIES 

A Chicago Police Department Daily Bulletin dated May 22, 
1962, furnished photographs and information concerning the 
automobile in which the subject and CHARLES NICOLETTI were 
arrested. Examination of this vehicle by members of the 
Organized Crime Division revealed three (3) switches hidden 
well under the dashboard, adjacent to the right of the steering 
column. Two (2) of these switches are used to disconnect the 
stop lights, and the tail lights. (This would be of great 
value to hoodlums, in order to flee the police at night. This 
enables them to use their headlights without the tail lights 
functioning,). The third switch has wires attached that go from 
under the dashboard through the fire-wall and down along the 
right Hide of the frame under the body to directly under and 
up into the back rest of the front seat. These wires are 
connected to an electric motor which will open a panel thereby 
revealing a hidden compartment, with brackets within, to hold 
shotguns or rifles. 

The radio speaker was moved from its regular place 
under the speaker grill and a metal box was installed in that 
area. The size of this box is approximately 3f" deep, 10" 
wide, and 12” long. This box will hold two revolvers or 
automatic pistols. Hinges have been installed on the speaker 
grill to enable quick access to weapons kept in this compartment. 

On May 22, 1962, Municipal Court Judge HARRY B. 
COMERFORD,discharged the subject and CHARLES NICOLETTI on 
charges of violating the Illinois Auto Registration Law. 

Judge COMERFORD stated that there was insufficient evidence 
for a guilty finding. 

CG T-l on May 8, 1962, advised that PHIL ALDERISIO 
is apparently the enforcer for the syndicate (juice) operation. 
His name is always mentioned whenever anyone gets behind in 
their juice payments.

FELIX ALDERIS10 was contacted in the lockup at 
Chicago Police Headquarters, 1121 South State Street. He 
was brought from his cell by the turnkey and advised that 
someone wanted to talk to him. As soon as he observed 
Agent KEMPFF, he stated “Okay, now you've seen me. Good-bye”, 
and turned around and returned to his cell. After returning 
to his cell. Agent KEMPFF approached the cell and advised 
ALDERISXO that he did not have to say anything and that 
Agent KEMPFF would leave on his request; however, a couple 
points should be settled. ALDER2SX0 then engaged in general 
conversation and asked Agent KEMPFF to point out any crime 
which he had been proven guilty of. He was advised that it 
was common knowledge that he was a member of the Chicago 
hoodlum element and as such had to expect treatment such as 
his present arrest. ALDERISXO stated that he had no 
intention of ever being anything but civil and polite to 
Federal Agents and by being polite he did not moan that he 
would talk to them and help them build a case against him* 

He objected to anyone interviewing business 
associates of his and advising them of his hoodlum 
connections. ALDERISXO was then advised that the FBI had 
every intention of interviewing any known business associates 
of his concerning any possible strong arm methods used by 
him. He was advised that these would be properly conducted 
interviews and if any evidence could be compiled ALDERISXO 
would be indicted and sent to prison* 

This conversation continued for a short time during 
which it became apparent that ALDERISXO fully understood 
that he would periodically be contacted by Agents of the FBI, 
and he made the statement that he expected this investigation 
and the FBI was welcome to conduct any investigation they 
saw fit.

On February 4, 1964, FELIX ALDERISIO was'arrested 
by Special Agents of the FBI. A federal indictment was 
returned on February 4, 1964, at Denver, Colorado, charging 
ALDERISIO with violation of Section 875 (c). Title 18, 

United States Code, This indictment charged that on or 
about July 6, 1961, ALDERXSIQ together with RUBY EQLOD 
did cause an interstate telephone communication from KOLOD 
in Monticell©, New York, to ROBERT SUNSHINE in Denver, 
Colorado, in which communication KOLOD threatened to injure 
SUNSHINE in an attempt to extort a sum of•approximately 
$65,000.00. Further, KOLOD, of Las Vegas, Nevada, and WILLIE 
ISRAEL ALDERMAN of Las Vegas, Nevadaj together with ALDERXSIQ 
did conspire between abotit October 1, 1960 to about December 
31, 1962, to transmit in interstate commerce communications 
containing threats to injure and murder one ROBERT SUNSHINE 
of Englewood, Colorado, in violation of Section 371, Title 18, 
United States Code. 

ALDERISIO was apprehended in the lobby of a 
building at 188 West Randolph Street in the company of his 
attorney, MIKE BRODKIN. ALDERISIO did not offer any 
resistance nor cause a disturbance and was completely

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cooperative throughout his processing® Although cooperative 
in the posing for photographs and the talcing ‘of major case 
fingerprint impressions, ALDERIS10 would not discuss his 
activities nor anything pertinent to his arrest® He engaged 
in conversation with agents of the FBI for approximately 30 
minutes and during this time made several interesting but 
non^pertinent statements® He made the statement that he 
was "a man" and would never shoot anyone in the back. In 
further discussion he stated that if he were to witness a 
friend commiting a murder, he would feel obligated to remain 
mute concerning this murder. The mere fact that a man was 
a friend would preclude his testifying against him. During 
the course of this interview one of the agents remarked that 
ALDERISIO was wearing a good looking set of cufflinks. 
ALDERISIO made a motion as to remove them but stopped and 
said "I would give them to you but I know that you fellows 
wouldn’t accept anything." 

ALDERISIO was placed in the Police Lockup at 11th 
and State Streets and on February 5, 1964, appeared before 
United States Commissioner C. S. BENTLEY PIKE where he 
waived preliminary hearing® His attorney, DANIEL C. AHERN, 
protested to the commissioner as to the amount of the bond 
and on this basis an immediate audience was granted before 
United States District Court Judge WILLIAM J® CAMPBELL. 

AHERN appeared before CAMPBELL and petitioned for a reduction 
of bond. Judge CAMPBELL denied this petition and offered 
the alternative of immediate removal to the jurisdiction of 
the Denver court. This was refused and bond was made by 
ALDERISIO.

"Also, he arranged for a $100,000 professional 
bail bond, the cost of which would be $10,000 
under the established rate. 

"The bond responsibility was assumed in 
equal amounts by the Maryland National insurance 
Go. and the United Bonding insurance Co. 

"Alderisio appeared before U.S. District 
Court Judge William J. Campbell on an indictment 
charging a $65,000 extortion plot in Denver. 

"Defense attorney Daniel C. Ahern argued 
without success that the bond was too high. He 
added that Alderisio was ready to leave for 
Denver Tuesday night when Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents arrested him. 

"’There is an indignity here that does not 
seem justified,’ Ahern said. 'For him to go in 
custody, manacled, is a gross indignity. 

"’He is entitled to appear there clothed 
with dignity, with a presumption of innocence.’ 
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"Judge Campbell replied that the bond had 
been set isa Denver* He said he would not 
interfere with it—and two waiting bondsmen 
promptly guaranteed the $100,000*
